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GW ENGINEERING FACULTY HELPS FOUND WASHINGTON ACADEMY OF 

BIOMEDICAL ENGINEERING 


Newly Established Consortium Formed to Find Answers to Important Questions in 

Biomedical Engineering 

WASHINGTON — Faculty of The George Washington University’s School of Engineering 
and Applied Science have joined colleagues from other higher education institutions in the nation’s 
capitol to create a new consortium in the field of biomedical engineering, the Washington Academy of 
Biomedical Engineering (WABME). 

The goal of WABME is to promote collaboration, research, technology transfer and education 
in biomedical engineering. The collaborative endeavor is designed to strengthen existing biomedical 
engineering research programs and to create new scientific pathways for future discovery. 

WABME is a consortium chartered by the biomedical engineering/bioengineering programs 
and activities of GW, The Catholic University of America, Georgetown University and Howard 
University. 

“This is a unique collaboration, which allows for some of the brightest engineering minds in the 
Washington area to meet, share ideas and discuss problems,” said Jason Zara, assistant professor of 
engineering and applied science. “We all look forward to working together, but ultimately the general 
public stands to benefit the most from WABME, because all the available resources in the area will be 
dedicated towards solving biomedical engineering problems that no one institution could tackle alone.” 

WABME will host four topical workshops each year to bring together “problem-rich” 
biomedical disciplines and the “solution-rich” engineering and scientific communities. The workshops 
will feature nationally recognized experts and will welcome participation by engineers and scientists 
from the academic, corporate, research and federal sectors. A central goal of each workshop is to 
explore a biomedical research issue with sufficient depth and breadth to serve as the foundation for an 
interdisciplinary research team to solve an important problem in biomedical engineering. 

The inaugural workshop presented by WABME was held at GW on Monday, September 29. 
The workshop, titled “Individualized Treatment Using Pharmaco-genomics and Functional Imaging,” 
delved into the subject of how biomedical engineering can be used to help discover and compensate for 
individual variations in response to drugs. The next workshop will be at Georgetown University on 
Wednesday, November 12 and will be titled “Cancer Imaging for the Operating Room of 2020.”

BACKGROUND: 


Using materials that felt familiar from use - scraps of fabric, wood, string, wire, pieces 
from children’s games, printed labels and other discarded items - artist and Holocaust survivor 
Hannelore Baron (1926-1987) constructed intimately scaled works that offer glimpses into 
history, the human condition and the artist’s past. 

Approximately 40 collages and five box assemblages are presented along with quotes 
from Baron regarding her artistic inspirations and creative processes. “Hannelore Baron: Works 
form 1969 to 1987” is organized by the Smithsonian Institution Traveling Exhibition Service in 
cooperation with the Estate of Hannelore Baron and the Manny Silverman Gallery in Los 
Angeles. The exhibition is curated by art historian Ingrid Schaffner. 

In her struggles with depression, cancer and the memories of the Holocaust, Baron found 
more than solace in her art. She found a fountain of creativity with which she could explore 
feelings and ideas that words could not express. She gathered artistic inspiration not only from 
her own past and existential beliefs but also from contemporary events such as the Vietnam War 
and from other artistic sources such as American Indian art and African art, Tantric art, 
illuminated pages of the Koran and Persian miniatures.

Baron, born in 1926 in Dillingen, Germany, has become known for the highly personal, 
intimately sized abstract collages and box constructions that she began exhibiting in the late 
1960s. Her works from this time through 1987 garnered her a reputation as a master of the 
collage medium. During her life, the ideas expressed in her work grew more complex, 
introspective and personal; while at the same time they communicated a universal message about 
nationalism, war and cruelty. 

Unrecognized for most of Baron’s life, her work can now be found in numerous museum 
collections, including the Smithsonian American Art Museum, The Whitney Museum of 
American Art, the Art Institute of Chicago, The Solomon R. Guggenheim Museum and the Israel 
Museum in Jerusalem. 

A full-color catalog as been published in conjunction with the tour. The catalog was 
made possible through the support of The Judith Rothschild Foundation, Ruth and Robert 
Halperin, Ruth and Barney O’Hara, The Jamie and Steve Tisch Foundation, Mary Mhoon and 
the Howard Earl Rachofsky Foundation.

ACCORDING TO NEW REPORT 

Master’s Program One of Only Six Among 100 Business Schools to 
Make World Resources List 

WASHINGTON - In an age of governance crises, The George Washington University is 
“cutting edge” in preparing master of business administration (M.B.A.) students to make ethical 
decisions regarding social and environmental issues, according to a new report from The Aspen 
Institute and The World Resources Institute. The report. Beyond Grey Pinstripes 2003, identifies 
GW as one of only six “Schools on the Cutting Edge” among 100 business schools in 20 
countries. This marks the fourth consecutive time GW has been recognized for its leadership in 
developing ethical decision makers. 

Beyond Grey Pinstripes, a biennial survey first conducted in 1998, evaluates how well 
M.B.A. programs address the relationship of social, environmental and financial factors, often 
referred to as sustainability or the triple bottom line. The report’s authors surveyed 426 schools 
accredited by the Association to Advance Collegiate Schools of Business or the European 
Foundation for Management Development, as well as more than 100 other leading M.B.A.

“As the environmental movement has matured and become more mainstream over the 
past 40 years, managers have increasingly seen the need to consider their firm’s impact on the 
environment and in the communities where they operate,” said Susan M. Phillips, dean of GW’s 
School of Business and Public Management. “Not only is this good corporate citizenship; it also 
can be good for the bottom line. We are at the forefront of teaching future managers and leaders 
how to be successful in business while being responsible environmentally and socially.” 

GW launched its full-time, cohort-style M.B.A. program in 1995. In less than a decade, 
GW has emerged among the national rankings: U.S. News & World Report ranks GW’s M.B.A. 
program 65; Forbes ranks it at 66; and BusinessWeek lists it among the top 70.

Prior to her tenure on the International Criminal Tribunal for the former Yugoslavia, Wald was on 
the District of Columbia Circuit Court of Appeals from 1979 to 1999, serving as Chief Judge from 1986 
until her retirement in 1991. Wald has authored extensive legal articles on judicial administration, women’s 
rights, international and comparative law, legislative history, criminal procedure, juvenile law, 
administrative law (environmental review), judicial ethics and mental health law. 

The Charles R. Richey Award will be given annually under the auspices of The George Washington 
University Law School and is designed to be bestowed upon a judge, lawyer, civil libertarian, human rights 
activist or all of the above, who has been identified by words and deeds with equal justice in the United 
States and throughout the world. Appointed by President Richard Nixon in 1971 to the U.S. District Court 
in Washington D.C., Richey became famous for forcing government agencies to disclose documents 
requested under the Freedom of Information Act, including an order mandating the preservation of 6,000 
White House computer tapes that Bush and Reagan administration officials intended to destroy. 

Established in 1865, The George Washington University Law School is the oldest law school in the 
District of Columbia. Accredited by the American Bar Association and a charter member of the Association 
of American Law Schools, the Law School enrolls approximately 1,750 students each year.

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GW LAUNCHES TASK FORCE TO LOOK AT THE FUTURE 
OF THE SCHOOL OF MEDIA AND PUBLIC AFFAIRS 


Media Executives, Prominent Journalists, Political Experts and GW Faculty to Chart 
Course for Educating Tomorrow’s Journalists and Political Communicators 

WASHINGTON - The George Washington University has set up a committee, the Task Force on 
the Future of the School of Media and Public Affairs, to look at the accomplishments of the school and 
help chart a course for its future. The task force includes prominent Washington journalists, media 
executives, political experts and GW faculty. 

The committee consists of Robin Sproul, vice president and Washington bureau chief for ABC 
News, Chris Schroeder, chief executive officer and publisher of Washingtonpost Newsweek Interactive; 
Steve Roberts, GW Shapiro Professor of Media and Public Affairs; Tara Connell, vice president of 
corporate communications for Gannett Co., Inc.; Stephen Hess, senior fellow at the governance studies 
program at The Brookings Institution; Berl Brechner, owner and operator of two small market TV 
stations — both ABC network affiliates — a radio station and an outdoor advertising company; Paul 
Wilson, founder and chairman of Wilson Grand Communications; Jarol Manheim, GW professor of 
media and public affairs; Patricia Phalen, GW associate professor of media and public affairs; Ivan 
Roman, executive director of the National Association of Hispanic Journalists; and John Barth, former 
editorial director of the Public Radio Collaboration project called “Whose Democracy Is It?” The task 
force will be chaired by a nationally prominent academic, Lee Sigelman, former chair of the political 
science department at GW. 

“President [Stephen Joel] Trachtenberg and I believe the school, with its Washington, D.C. 
location, its interdisciplinary approach and its spectacular facility is poised to become nationally 
prominent,” said Donald R. Lehman, executive vice president for academic affairs. “In line with GW’s 
newly adopted strategic plan, I am asking the task force to develop a set of strategic recommendations that 
will enhance the academic experience for students and that will enable the school to prepare GW students 
to be critical decision-makers in media and politics during the coming decades.” 

The school was formed in the early 1990s as the National Center for Communication Studies and 
renamed the School of Media and Public Affairs (SMPA) in 1995. The school offers programs of 
undergraduate study in electronic media, journalism and political communication and in 1998, SMPA 
began offering a master’s degree in media and public affairs. The undergraduate programs center on the 
intersection of media and politics and incorporate theory and practice, while the graduate program is 
primarily theoretical.

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In March, 2001, the school moved into a new facility, the Media and Public Affairs Building. GW 
faculty and students now enjoy classrooms that incorporate advanced technology, a television studio and 
control room, edit suites, a fully equipped survey research center and state-of-the-art digital equipment. 

Currently, SMPA is seeking a new leader. In July of this year, Jean Folkerts, who had been 
director of the school since 1996, left her position to become GW’s associate vice president for special 
academic initiatives.

Amb. Joseph C. Wilson, IV served as special assistant to the president and senior director for 
African affairs at the National Security Council from June 1997 - July 1998, responsible for the 
coordination of U.S. policy to the 48 countries of sub-Saharan Africa. He was a principal architect of 
President Clinton’s historic trip to Africa in March 1998 and a leading proponent of the Africa Trade 
Bill. 


Wilson was the political advisor to the commander-in-chief of the United States Armed Forces 
in Europe, 1995 -1997. He served as the U.S. ambassador to the Gabonese Republic and to the 
Democratic Republic of Sao Tome and Principe from 1992 - 1995. From 1988 to 1991, he was the 
deputy chief of mission at the U.S. Embassy in Baghdad, Iraq. During “Desert Shield” he was the 
acting ambassador and was responsible for the freeing of several hundred American hostages. He was 
the last American official to meet with Saddam Hussein before “Desert Storm.” Currently, Wilson is 
CEO of JCWilson International Ventures, Corp., a firm specializing in strategic management and 
international business development. He is also an adjunct scholar at the Middle East Institute in 
Washington, D.C.
